Host of the stories worth printing 
ibout the fauuus Chicago convention of 
I860 have been published, but here is one 
;hat seems to be new: Ex-Jndg-o DHten- 
aoefer was in Chicago working against 
9rant and a third term. Bernard Big- 
lin was there in the interest of Grant. 
Both were old personal friends. Tbe 
oight before the balloting began Biglin 
and two others were appointed a com- 
mittee to look after several southern 
ielegatiocs, among them being the Ken- 
Wcky delegation. 


When Biglin and bia associates ar- 


rived at the Kentucky headquarters, they 
found that Dittenhoefer had got ahead 
of them. He had the floor and was de- 
livering a strong speech against Grant, 
saying, among other things, that Grant 
could not carry New York. Biglin saw 
that Dittenhoefer's remarks were having 
great weight, and he realized that he 
was no match for him as a talker. What 
to do to break the force of Dittenhoef er's 
speech was the problem that confronted 
Biglin. This was the method he se- 
lected. In the midst of Dittenhoefer'e, 
peroration Biglin called out in loud 
voice, "Who is that man?" 


"Why, he is ex-Judge Dittenhoefer of 


New York," said a member of the Ken- 
tucky delegation. 


"Oh, no; that's not Judge Dittenhoe- 


fer," said Biglin. ' 'I know Judge Ditten- 
iioefer well. This man may pretend to 
be Dittenhoefer to strangers, but he 
knows better than to try to work any 
such racket with New Yorkers. I tell 
you he's a fraud." 


Biglin's remarks made a sensation. 


Suspicious glances were cast at Ditten- 
aoef er by members of the Kentucky del- 
igation. The former got red in the face 
and walked up to Biglin. "Barney," he 
said, holding out bis hand, "that's a 
iretty good joke of yours, not to know 
me." 


"Joke," shouted Biglin in contempt. 


'It's no joke, I can tell you. I will just 
jet you $30 that you are not Judge Dit- 
;enhoefer of New York." Biglin flour- 
shed a $20 bill in Dittenhoefer's face. 
Of course he had to accept the chal- 
enge. The money was put up in the 
hands of a member of the delegation. 
Dittenhoefer hurried away to get some 
ono to identify him. When he returned, 
Biglin had disappeared, likewise the 
stakeholder. After the convention Dit- 
;enhoefer met Biglin in the hotel corn- 
dor.

"What did you mean," said Biglin, 
by saying thnt Grant could not carry 


New York?" 


'That was politics," answered Ditten- 


loefer.

STEWAKT'S 
\MEXDMKNI. 


The amendment proposed by Senator 


Stewart to the bill ! o repeal the Sher- 
man act is one of fie moat important 
offered 
in regard to silver. It re- 


quires the President to invite the Gov- 
ernments of Mexico, Central and South 
America, Hayti aud .Santo Domingo, to 
join the United States in a conference 
at Washington to a !opt a uniform sil- 
ver dollar which sh'ill not contain Jess 
than 359.i)l grains nor more than 383.13 
grains of pure silver, and which dollar 
shall be legal tender in all commercial 
transactions between the citizens of 
those States. It also provides that the 
decision of the conference shall be 
binding upon the se .'oral governments 
represented and th it when an agree- 
ment is reached t:ie mints of those 
countries shall be o >ened for the free 
coinage of such dollars for the benefit 
of depositors. 


The States iuclnd :d in this proposed 


conference contain a population of 
over one hundred millions. All of them 
use silver for money and in most if not 
all of them silver coins are a legal 
tender for all deb*:,. At present the 
greater part of tLoir trade goes to 
Europe. This trade will be diverted to 
the United States if an international 
eilrer dollar should be adopted which 
would be a legal tender in all com- 
mercial transactions between citizens 
of American States. 


A conference of this character gives 


promise of better re - ults than could be 
expected from an i iternational mone- 
tary conference in which European 
goldbugs predomiruted. Its success 
would certai'ily ter 1 to divert the trade 
of Central and South America to the 
United States, and by using a uniform 
coin bring them, i'lto closer relations 
with each other. N .me of them would 
trade with gold standard countries i? j 
the commodities which they required 
could be had wher.j the international 
silver dollar was P. legal tender, and 
whatever may be tho fate of the Sher- 
man not the proposition to hold an 
international conference in Washing- 
ton ehoald receive favorable considera- 
tion.

acres of ground. If he doesn't get his 
ambition under control in a week or 
two his exhibit will represent the 
history of the world sence the creation 
and take in the whole Exposition and 
the rest of the Park, to o. 


NO LACK OF FEATUBES. 


All hia Nevada friends are as enthu- 


siastic as he is and they keep evolving 
new features faster than Davis can put 
them down on paper. They have dug 
up the original cabins of "Johny" 
Mackay, 
Alrmza 
Hayward, "Uncle 


Jimmy" Fair and Senator "Billy" 
Stewart and propose re-erecting them 
out at the Fair at once. It was first 
proposed to get out the original owners 
of these domiciles in red shirts and 
boots and set them to work ground 
slucing and swinging a nick as in the 
days of old as part of the exhibit-, but 
Mackay isn't over his recent wound 
yet. Fair says he is a little old and 
rheumatic to sleep on the ground out 
at the Park, and Stewart is pretty 
busy just now at Washington.

A. Kemarkable Story of Indian Cruelty Su- 


perinduced by Jealotuy. 


Living near this town is a woman 


whose prefectly bald head tells acuriotia 
atory of jt-alonsy and Indian cruelty. In 
1859 
Oswald Thtzrwald, a Swedish fann- 


er, had a home in the territory close to 
the Texas border, and his family con- 
sisted of his v.-ife, two daughters and a 
son. 
The Indians seemed friendly, pass- 


ing over the Thnrwalds even when slay- 
ing the other settlers about and fre- 
quenting their place to sell their wares 
and to purchase such goods as Thur- 
wald brought out from the states for 
barter. He was rapidly growing rich 
and had made his preparations to move 
to Dallas, where he intended to extend 
his business, when the tragedy occurred 
that destroyed his homo and scattered 
his family. 


• It seems that the chief of the Tonkawa 
Indians, wh'o visited that part of the 
country from the south on raiding ex-, 
peditions, had seen Elsa, the elder 
daughter, and fancying her offered to 
buy her of her father. But Thnrwald, 
though fond of money, refused, which 
gave great offense to the chief. Return- 
ing home, he incited his people against 
the Thurwalds, and the following spring 
they made an attack on him. He and 
his son succeeded In escaping, but the 
wife and younger daughter, though they 
eluded capture the first few days, were 
overtaken finally. Mrs. Thurwald sank 
under the fatigue of her flight through 
a rugged country, and when the Indians 
came up with them it was to find the 
girl holding her mother in her arms, the 
poor woman having just expired. 


The nest day the girl herself, lagging 


on the march from an arrow wound in 
her ankle, was shot in the presence of 
her sister, who had been seized and held 
from the moment of the attack till now. 
She was taken to a village and given 
into the charge of the squaws until the 
men should have returned from the war 
trail. 


In the meantime the Kickapoos de- 


clared war on the Tonkawas and raided 
the village, when Elsa Thurwald was 
carried off with such of the Indian 
women as were spared as slaves. The 
Tonkawas, on returning, found the 
smoking icmains of the house and 
started after the despoilers, overtaking 
them close to the Colorado, where an 
ob&tinate battle ensued, but both sides 
then consented to a truce. The chief of 
the 
Kickapooa, 
however, stipulated 


that the white woman should be given 
him. 
This was opposed by the Tonka- 


wa chieftain, who claimed her by right 
of priority. This brought on a quarrel, 
which was terminated by a hand to 
hand fight between tho rivals, resulting 
in the chief of the Tonkawas being 
killed and tho bone of contention fall- 
ing to tho victor. 


He carried her home and confided her 


to the care of his squaw with the in junc- 
tion that if she were injured in any way 
the life of the woman would pay for it. 
But, fired by jealousy for her successor, 
the woman took advantage of her lord's 
absence to wreak her vengeance on the 
detested object. Binding her to a tree, 
sho' clelibercitdy pulled out the unfor- 
tunate beauty's hair thread by thread. 
This torture lasted several hours, until 
the while woman's head was covered 
with blood and she shrieking with agony. 


When the chief returned and learned 


what had occurred, he ordered the witch 
burned at the stake. She escaped into 
the bush, but was recovered and the 
sentence executed. Thurwald had now 
died, but his son, hearing of his sister 
being in the hands of the Indiana, organ- 
ized a rescuing party and succeeded in 
liberating her after 18 months of captiv- 
ity. Her head took weeks to heal, and 
it is thought her mind was affected by 
her savage treatment, though in 1875 she 
married a farmer in this vicinity. Her 
hair has never grown again.—Oklahoma 
Letter in Philadelphia Times.
